OFFICER SUSPICIOUS 


From the beginning Lestrange 


had been suspicious of their char- 
acter and purposes, and when the 
crowd started to walk bach in 
his direction, the officer had his 
pistol cocked in his overcoat 
pocket ready for instant use. His 
caution and foresight saved his 
life and spelled death for the man 
who proposed to murder him. 


When the strangers moved to- 


ward Lestrange they were in 
single file. One, the rir pleader, 
was a dozen paces in front of the 
next two men, who were compar- 
atively close together, and the 
fourth loitered some distance in 
the rear. 


DESPERADO'S THREAT 
As the ringleader got to within 


ten feet of Policeman Lestrange, 
he shouted, "Hold up your hands, 
you 
if you don't 


want your 
head 


blown off." 


At the same moment, with 


these words, the thug drew his 
revolver and leveled it at Le- 
strange's head. 


The officer's keen eye and quick 


hand, however, brought his own 
revolver into play just a fraction 
pf a second too soon for the des- 
perado, Lestrange's bullet went 
swift and true to the heart of the 
criminal, while the shot from his 
assailant's 
revolver 
whizzed 


harmlessly by the head of the po- 
liceman. 


CROOK DROPS DEAD 


The mortally wounded crook 


staggered a distance of about 25 
feet along the sidewalk and1 then 
dropped dead. His companions 
opened fire on Lestrange at once. 
The second man of the party fired 
twice at the officer but missed 
each time. 


Lestrange jumped over a bank 


along the sidewalk into a ditch in 
the roadway after these two shots 
had been sent at him, and just as 
he jumped, two more shots came.

POSSE IN PUBSUIT 


Lestrange arose, examined the

Deputies Moran, Jam- 
eson, Atcheson, Farrar and Vir- 
gin, under Marshal Vollmer's di- 
rection, began the hunt for the 
associates of the dead crook who 
had escaped.

CROWDS AT MORGUE 
Crowds 
of curious 
persons 


visited the 
• Berkeley 
Morgue 


throughout the forenoon, satisfy- 
ing their curiosity by gazing at 
the body of the dead desperado, 
which lay stretched on a slab in 
Brown's undertaking parlors on 
Shattuck avenue. 


The dead man was about 32 


years old. He was clean shaven, 
with well cut features that indi- 
cated unusual intelligence, and 
nothing at all of the brutishness 
and depravity that his actions 
proved to have possessed him- 


He had light brawn, wavy hair, 


cut quite close. 
He weighed 


about 150 pounds; his clothes 
were shabby. He wore a rather; 
ragged slouch hat, a black coat, 
striped vest, and cheap striped 
trousers, which were much worn 
and frayed. His hat was a Stet- 
son hat and on the inner band 
were these characters and fig- 
ures: 493 Kettle, 2.50 113 53-4 
plus 25-8— W. B. E—E. His 
shirt and collars showed the fol- 
lowing laundry marks: "P-82- 
B 3; J. 62; G, XX; H-85; R. 89." 
THOUGHT HE KNEW HIM 


Professor Boone took a look at 


the dead man and said he thought 
the corpse resembled a coachman 
who worked for him several years 
ago.

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Metcalf s Reported Resignation 


It is difficult to understand why California papers continue^ to 


publish xumors to the effect that Secretary Metcalf will soon resign 
from the. Cabinet. These rumors are entirely groundless. Nor is 
there any truth in the rumored disagreement between the President 
and Secretary Metcalf regarding Chinese immigration. 
President 


Roosevelt is no more in favor of Chinese immigration^than is Mr. 
Metcalf. When the Secretary of Commerce and Labor left Oakland 
recently to return to Washington it was with the full intention of 
continuing in the Cabinet. His arrangements here were all made 
accordingly, as his friends well know. 
As these facts are easily 


ascertainable, it is surprising to find the special correspondent of 
the San Francisco Call telegraphing from Washington that John 
W. Yerkes, now Collector of Internal Revenue, is soon to succeed 
Mr. Metcalf in the Cabinet. Is somebody anxious to create the 
impression abroad that Mr. Metcalf's retirement from the Presi- 
dent's political household would be agreeable to California senti- 
ment? It looks that way. There is a distinct tendency to knock 
in the rumors persistently circulated to the effect that Mr. Metcalf 
is shortly to resign. The wish is probably father to the thought. 
However, it is a wish not likely to be gratified. The President and 
Mr. Metcalf are in accord, and the latter has no present intention 
of resigning. 


Dowle's claim that King Edward has been converted to the

Secretary Shaw will vacate his seat in the Cabinet on February 


1. He will also leave a vacancy in the Treasury, Jt is easier to fill 
the seat in the Cabinet than the hole in the exchequer. 


If the Realty Syndicate cannot cajole or bully the county offi- 


cials into giving the official advertising to the Syndicate's kept organ, 
then it proposes that no official advertising shall be given to any 
newspaper, particularly to newspapers rude enough to insist that the 
Syndicate be made to pay its just proportion of taxes. Apparently 
the late unlamented Grand Jury did all It could to aid this program. 
Had its- report been prepared in the Realty Syndicate's office it could 
not have been more acceptable to that corporation. 


The Grand Jury was sworn in on December 14, 1904, and filed 


its report on September 26, 1905. During the period of its existence 
it employed an expert at five dollars per day and incurred other con- 
siderable expenses. This expenditure of public money has not saved 
the taxpayers a cent or effected any result that will save them money 
in the future. The District Attorney, was "roasted" because he 
would not give advice contrary to the law, and other county officers 
were "roasted" because members of the jury or friends of theirs hold 
personal spite against them. 


President Roosevelt's policy of publicity has revealed startling 


abuses and amazing financial trickery in the management of two of 
the largest life insurance companies in the country. If this same 
policy be extended to other corporations and fiduciary organizations, 
great good will be accomplished. If the people are only made 
acquainted with what is going on, public sentiment will bring an 
influence to bear that will correct many of the graver evils which 
infect modern finance. Let the light be turned on everywhere.

The Argument of William 
Hammond Hall 


Now comes William Hammond Hall, late State Engineer of the 


State of California, who for many years directed public opinion con- 
cerning the hydrography of this State, to declare that the Govern- 
ment of the United States, which presented the swamp-lands to the 
State, which lands the State presented to their present owners, owes 
the owners of the swamp-lands of this State the reclamation of such 
lands, or at least a contribution of over thirty-three and one-third 
per cent of the cost of such reclamation, because the Government 
encouraged hydraulic mining, and hydraulic mining injured the 
navigability of the Sacramento River below the mouth of the 
Feather. 


Mr. Hall'would now hold the Government of the United States 


responsible and fine it in the sum of eight millions of dollars for the 
benefit of the swamp-land owners, to be paid to the swamp-land 
owners as a. contiibution to the reclamation of their lands, which 
descended to them as a gift from the Government, and not to the 
people of California, because the people of California themselves 
pursued hydraulic mining for their own profit. 


The Government of the United States owned the gold in the 


placer mines, and from the very inception of legislation in the State 
of California measures were enacted to encourage mining, which 
was made by the laws of the State the paramount industry of the 
commonwealth. 
Mining was given the right to the exercise of 


eminent domain. It could condemn a right of way over any body of 
land for a ditch or a flume. It could condemn a right-of-way for a 
tunnel driven in search of river channels 
The law of California 


gave to the miner the right to take water from the rivers and 
streams of California, charge them with detritus in separating the 
gold from the soil and then to return the waters thus charged to the 
channels of the rivers. The State of California authorized this 
proceeding, and assured to it the protection of the law. The people 
oi California took hundreds of millions of gold from Government 
land without payment to the Government of any percentage of the 
gold so taken, and without payment for the land from which the 
gold was extracted. The individual miners who owned and con- 
trolled the mines got the gold, and the State of California authorized 
the proceeding by which it was separated from the earth, and the 
streams of the State were made to do the duty of carrying away the 
tailings^ and after the people of California have thus enriched them- 
selves by, the extraction of Government gold from Government land, 
and after the people of California in their own private interest 
impaired the navigability of the Sacramento River below the mouth 
jf the Feather, William Hammond Hall rises to declare that it was 
the Government of the United States that committed all these 
unpardonable sins. 


And the wolf said to the lamb: "You have muddied the stream 


n which I was drinking." 


The lamb replied: "How could that be, since the stream flows 


(rom you to me?" 


And so William Hammond Hall, on behalf of the swamp-land 


jwners, with full knowledge that hydraulic mining was a State 
enterprise, pursued by the citizens of the State for the purpose of 
enriching the citizens of the State, declares that the Government of 
be United States was the guilty party, and that it owes now a resti- 
:iition of the original navigability of the lower Sacramento. 


Later, the people of the valleys of California, through the 


.iedinm of the State, courts, enjoined hydraulic mining. "And the 
Government stood by, consenting." 
The people of California 


iesired to extract the gold that was the paramount product of the 
State—which laid at the very foundations of this, commonwealth. 
Then the hydraulic miners rose and said that the Government had 


no right to interfere; .that the millions ;of gold found in the placer 
mines, the bank mines, the drift mines, the channel mines "and the 
gravel mines ought to be extracted, and that the value created was 
vastly more than the value of the property destroyed, and the super- 
serviceable Legislature and Judiciary, of the State of 
California 


listened to this story of the paramount* value of this industry and 
decreed that property might be destroyed in order to create property 
in other hands, and that the public owed to mining a fostering 
administration—the same character of evil that is now proposing to 
create $100,000,000 of value in private hands at public expense! 
Verily a Daniel has come to judgment, and we perform for him the 
kindly office of formulating his complaint against the Government 
of the United States in the subjoined "whereas" and "resolution"; 


Whereas, The discovery of gold in California constituted the 


foundation of the commonwealth and became the original and para- 
mount industry of this State and was pursued by private individuals 
for,private benefit; was promoted by local legislation and favoring 
judicial determination; was pursued by the very profitable method 
known as v "hydraulic mining-," and resulted in the extraction of 
hundreds of millions of dollars of gold, every dollar of which became 
the private property of the individuals who extracted it; and 


Whereas, The people of California decreed by legislation and 


favoring judicial determination that the waters might be taken from 
the streams of California and charged with mining detritus and 
returned to the rivers of the State so charged—a proceeding indis- 
pensable to profitable mining, and was pursued in the individual 
interest of the citizens of California, ultimately resulting in silting 
up the channel of the lower Sacramento River; now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the Government of the United States was the 


real hydraulic miner; that the Government of the United States, and 
not the miners of California extracted this gold; that it was the 
Government of the United States, and not the "North Bloomfield 
Mine" that filled the Yuba River with mining detritus; that it was 
the Government of the United States that took the gold so extracted 
and placed it in its treasury; that the'people of California never 
received a dollar's benefit from hydraulic or other mining; that all 
contrary observation is a delusion, and all history to the contrary a 
he, and that in consequence of these crimes against the peace and 
dignity of the State of California the Goverment of the United States 
owes at the present time the sum of $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 to the 
swamp-land owners who acquired their ownership from the Govern- 
ment of the United States by indirection, through patents from the 
State of California, without the payment either to the State or the 
Government of one cent, and that money to the amount of eight or 
ten millions of dollars ought now to be presented to the swamp-land 
owners, who hold their titles by chicanery and fraud, for the purpose 
of reclamation, to the end that the expenditure of 8c on the part of 
the swampland owner shall return to him the value of $1 00 in the 
way of reclaimed land. 


We commend this rendering to the lucid intelligence of William 


Ham Hall, It certainly possesses the merit of frank perspicuity. 


The adoption by Mr. Hall of greater candor in his treatment of 


the subject would divest his work of much of the appearance of 
special pleading which it now bears.

A West- I 
ern city of the same extent, with reel- j 
dences of from three to four stories, 
office buildings of IS stories and rapid 
transltr would house a vastly larger 
population with less enow of crowding.

QUARREL DID NOT FURNISH MO- 


TIVE FOR SUICIDE OF 


J. B- WELLS. 


Miss Ruth Roberts, the s-weetheait of 


J 
B "Wells,' who ended his life in the 


Oriental Hotel in this city Monday afte:-j 
noon, was the principal witness at the j 
Inquest held last night. 
The story she! 


told lesulted In the jury bringing in a 
verdict of suicide, and sets at rest the 
belief that it was a Quarrel between her- 
self ana Wells *that furnished the motive 
for his unhappy death. She knew some- 
thing of the financial relations of the 
deceased and the Fraser Draylng Com- 
pany of Ss n Francisco, for which bo 
acted as bookkeeper, and according1 to her 
statements there was trouble of some 
kind but juvt \vhat it was she could not 
state. 
Miss Roberts testified that "Wells had 


lived at hei mothoi's home at 690 Tay- 
lor street. In San Francisco, for some 
months, and that they were to ha\e 
been married this fall. Wells, -she stated, 
had informed her because of some troubla 
over money matters, he thought that It 
WPS best for him to leave town for a 
while. She remembered that at the time 
she did not think that there was any- 
thing serious in the matter and so did 
not remember what it was. 


Sunday, before Wells1, left, she stated 
that he had shown her a revolver and 
explained to her how it was fired. Sne 
did not place any importance on this be- 
cause she knew that he and been in tho 
habit of carrying it. In the, letter that 
sho receivpd Monday night "and whicn 
was postmarked 7 o'clock, she slated that 
Wells, had sent her $15 and regretted that 
the amount was so small. In the letter 
he stated that it wa-5 best for him to go 
away, but that he hoped that it would 
not be for any length of time.

Robeits offered no explanation for Wells' 
sending her the money, other thnn that 
she thought that he was desirous that 
she should keep it for him.
